CINCINNATI'S SOUTHERN RAILROAD. 
Cincinnati has a railroad which has been 
paid for by taxation so far as it has been 
built, and which, in its present condition, is 
a very costly white elephant. It may have 
as grand a future as its projectors predicted 
for it; but it must be completed before it 
can achieve that future, and just now there 
is no very good promise of that. The project 
was certainly bold and enterprising. Some 
years ago, Cincinnati, finding that itg busi- 
ness was rather on the decline than on the 
increase, resolved to make itself the grand 
trading point of the South by building a 
railroad across Kentucky, and as far as Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., where it would connect 
with a network of railroads reaching out in 
all directions and compassing the richest 
portions of the South. An estimate was 
made of the cost of the road, and com- 
petent engineers reported that it could be 
constructed for $10,000,000. Cincinnati 
boldly issued the bonds, and the construc- 
tion of the road was begun in spots along 
the line, in order to complete it the more 
quickly. Meanwhile, it became a question

THE GAS CONTRACTS. ‘ 
‘Fhe long-mooted question of the validity 
of the contract by the city with the West 
Side Gas Company has been determined by 
Judge Draummonp, and adversely to the Gas 
Company. The contract was dated in Octo- 
ber, 1869, and to run for ten years, or until 
April, 1879. By this contract the city bound 
itself to pay the West Side Gas Company $3 
per 1,000 feet of gas during the time of 
the contract. After the election of a new 
City Council, in 1876, the city tendered a nee 
arrangement with the two Gas Companies. 
After a long consideration of the subject by 
the City Council, that body accepted an offer 
voluntarily made by the South Side Company 
to furnish the city with gas at $1.50 per 
1,000 feet, to substitufe three-feet instead 
of five-feet® burners, and to adopt Co- 
,Bent’s revised time-table for lighting the 
lamps. This arrangement has been working 
very satisfactorily ever since. The City 
Council, however, failed to reach any ar- 
rangement with the West SideGas Company. 
A strong demand was made by a portion of 
the people in that part of the city to have 
oi) lamps substituted for gas lights, and pro- 
posals for lig hting a portion of the streets 
with oil were invited. The City Council by 
resolution gave notice that it would not pay

This amount 
has also been expended; the road is still in 
an uncompleted condition, and all that can 
be utilized is a stretch of 160 miles running 
to Somerset, Ky., witha branch to Lexing- 
ton which the Cincinnati people do not want 
used because it would be in the interest of 
a competing road. 

There is still required an ¢éxpenditure of 
about $4,000,000 to complete the road, as 
we understand it. The distance is not long, 
only. a few hundred miles, but the road 
traverses a succession of hills and streams 
that require constant tunneling and bridging, 
and hence perhaps the exceptionally large 
cost of construction. The people of Cincinnati 
are now paying annually over a million dollars 
in taxes for interest on the railroad bonds 
already issued, and the taxpayers are in no 
humor to increase the burden. That part of 
the road already constructed has been leased 
to a- company to operate it, but so far some 
misunderstanding has prevented the carry- 
ing out of the contract. So the road has 
never brought in one dollar to half pay the 
interest on ite bonds, and it is doubtful 
whether running it as a mere local road into 
Kentucky will yield any profit. The Cincin- 
natians have been fondly hoping that some 
company of capitalists would offer te com- 
plete the road on reasonable terms with the 
city; but times are hard, railroad building 
about the least attractive of investments, and 
the philanthropic. capitalists have so 
far been 6xeecdingly backward in 
coming forward. At this particular 
jumcture, the Cincinnati Southern Railroad 
may be cited as a fearful warning against the 
motgaging of municipal for 
schemes of a private natare. a number 
of the private capitalists of that elty under- 
taken the venture, it is probable that the 
road would have been completed, some way 
or other, before now. The time may come, 
indeed, when the road will have a value to

. ADDITIONAL NEW LAWS. 

We published yesterday the list of the 
more important acts of the Legislature 
which went into effect on July 1 as laws. 
We might have included the law providing 
for the appointment of an officer at the 
Stock-Yards, and another at East St. Louis, 
to enforee the laws against cruelty to ani- 
mals, and to compel the proper feeding and 
treatment of cattle. If this law be intended 
for anything more than to create two sine- 
cures, then the money will be well spent. 
It will requife, however, energy and cour- 
age on the part of these officers to success- 
fully prevent the most cruel treatment of 
these dumb animals. 

Another law was that defining the status of 
paupers. Hereafter no inmate of an alms- 
house or other. pauper is to be .deemed as 
acquiring a residence in any election or 
voting precinct because of his being an 
inmate of such almshouse or other charitable 
institution. This will break up the repre- 
hensible practice of voting paupers at public 
elections by the Wardens of these institu- 
tions, The law applies all over the State. 

An amendment to the dram-shop law, by 
the substitution of the word or for “and,” 
is calculated to render that law operative. 
The law made the penalty fine and imprison- 
ment. The law hereafter will read fine or 
imprisonment, or both. The penalty being 
excessive under the old law, convictions were 
few ; but now it is expected that the convic- 
tions will be frequent and certain. 

Hereafter the Assessors and Deputy-Asses- 
sors throughout the State are to require each 
person to report the number of acres of land 
he had the preceding year in wheat, corn, 
rye, oats, barley, buckwhent, castor beans, 
beans, peas, potatoes, turnips, and other 
root crops, and the number of bushels of 
each produced; the number of acres of tim- 
othy and clover, and the number of tons of 
hay and bushels of seed produced; the num- 
ber of acres in cotton and flax; and the 
bushels of seed and pounds of lint and fiber, 
and the number of acres in tobacho and the 
number of pounds produced. 

An entirely new list of articles to be ex- 
empt from execution, attachment, and dis- 
tress for rent has been enacted. The list of 
exemptions now embraces: 1. Necessary 
wearing apparel, Bibles, school books, and 
family pictures of every person; 2. $100 
worth of other property to be selected by 
the debtor, and, in addition where the debtor 
is the head of a family and resides with the 
same, $800 worth of other property. This 
is a material reduction of the exempted 
property. Sewing-machines, tools and im- 
plements of trade, material necessary for 
any trade, library of professional persons, 
food, fuel, cow and swine, necessary bed 
and bedding, etc., are no longer exempt 
except to the extent they may be included 
in the other property” to the value of 
$100 or $300. , 

A law simplifying the town election busi- 
ness was also passed. It provides that the 
territory embraced within any city may be 
as a town. In such cases all town 
officers shall be elected at the annual charter 
election of such city, and all the powers and 
duties of town officers shall be exercised by 
the City Council. The City Council may 
consolidate „the offices of City and Town 
Clerk, and all vacancies im any of the 
town offices shall be filled by the 
City Council’ ‘Under this law, if 
we understand it correctly, the terri- 
tory of the whole City of Chicago 
may hereafter be consolidated into one town, 
instead of three as at present, and have but 
one set of township officers. This reorgan- 
ization is to be made by the County Board 
when requested by the City Council. The 
consolidation of the township and city elec- 
tions, and placing the whole management 
and control of such elections in the hands of 
the City Council, has already saved the city 
one di election, and enabled the 
public stamp out the bummerism and 
fraud which have hitherto marked all 
town elections within cities. This law allow- 
ing cities lying within one or more towns or 
parts of towns to be organized as towns, 
separate from all other towns, applies to all 
the other cities in the State having a popu- 
lation of 3,000 or more.

To the Western Associated Press. 
Wasarneros, D. C., July 2.— The Postmaster- 
General prescribes. the following as maximum 
rates to be charged for Govérnment telegraphing 
during the fiscal year commenced yesterday: Onc 
cent per word for each distance of 500 miles or 
fractional part of 500 miles, addresses and sig- 
natures to be counted, and all messages less than 
twenty-five words to be rated as if containing that 
number. Not more than 5 cents per word to be 
paid by the Government, however, if the distance 
ex 2,500 miles, in case the entire distance is 
traversed by the wires of the same company, and it 
is provided that if at any time telegraph 
public rates are 80 reduced that 
1 message of ten words may be 
gent to private parties at a less rate than that above 
prescribed for a twenty-fivé-word Government 
message. then this order shall be changed accord- 
ingly; the intention of the proviso being that in no 
case shall the Government be compelled to pay 
mere forh twenty-five-word message, including 
address and signature, than the public is required 
to pay fora ten-word message exclusive of such 
address and signature. The rates to be paid by 
the Government for signal service weather reports 
are fixed at three cents per werd for each circuit of 
500 miles. This order will materially diminish the 
cost of the Government telegsaphing, by increas- 
ing the circuit or unit of distance from 250 miles to 
500 miles.

IN ROUMANIA, 
Bucharest Correspondence Boston Journal. 
To the experienced traveler there frequently 
comes a feeling of intense weariness at a constant 
succession of novel and curious sights; but it 
would be difficult to grow weary over the thousand 
new types that one sees in these long Roumanian 
journeys. Let us stop at a railway-station, where 
a gentiy-tinkling bell warns the traveler to be 
ready the third or fourth time that it peals forth 
its melodious chime. A group of peasant men and 
women, and bright-eyed, brown-faced little 
children, huddle at the fence with Jong strings of 
wild cherries in their hands, and scream at you 
the price and the special excellence of their warcs. 
As the momenta —— the clamor rises, where - 
upon the station-guard, picking up a huge bush, 
which he always kept handy, bestows harmless 
blows right and ieft until the peasants re- 
treat. Not an atom of rage seems to 
enter the heart of ang one of these sim- 
ple folk at being thus radely pushed aside. 
The lamb-like manner in which they allow them- 
selves to be pulled about is past all comprehension 
forthe American mind. Around a well at the 
station a dozen Ronmanian troopers are gathered. 
each waiting hie turn to drink from the huge bucket 
which comes up dripping with col water. The 
little maidens who offer Adam's ale in long jugs. 
or in bits of pottery rodely staimed with cherry of 
green colors, find no customers, and look sullenly 
at the well which spoils their trade. Near the 
formidable- look ing office which has Commissary of 
Police written over it, and in the door of which a 
dark-haired young Russian, ina white tanic, black 
trousers, and jack-boote, jolie negligently, with 


his hand upon his sword, stands a little company 
of — young fellows of all stacs. —some of 
them so diminutive that thes seém hardly able to 
carry along gun. A massive Montenegrin, with 
huge mustaches, and with his rich costame full of

Evening Journal—Sm: The efforts of a sensational 
evening paper to create alarm by reporting the prob- 
able advent of an epidemic of cholera the coming 
season have so far succeeded that several inquiries 
have been made by citfzens asking advice as to the 
propriety of removing their families from the city 
forthe summer. The misrepresentations of the 
above-mentioned paper as to the present sanitary 
condition of Chicago are best exhibited by the fol- 
lowing report published by the Health Department 
of the City of New York for the week ending June 
16, 1877, and which gives the number of deaths 
and rate of mortality in various American and for-

There will, in all probability, never be amy at- 
up in this promiscuous use of the knife until some 
one of the murderers now in limbo is sent to the 
gallows or to the Penitentiary with lodgings there 
forlife. Of all the weapons used by man in 
passionate controversy,” as the noble art of mur- 
der is frequently termed in these modern days, 
the knife betokens ithe lowest and 
most Satanic impulses.
